SUMMARY: COUNCIL OF MINISTERS SCHEDULED TO ADOPT STIFF 
ANTI-TERRORIST DECREE/LAW AUG 22. GOS HAS MEANWHILE 
SCORED SOME SUCCESSES IN ANTI-TERRORIST CAMPAIGN IN NORTHERN 
SPAIN WHICH HAS EXTENDED TO GALICIA. EXTREME LEFTIST ORGANIZATION 
"FRAP" HAS ASSASSINATED THIRD POLICEMAN SINCE MID-JULY IN MADRID. 
UNVERIFIED SPECULATION EXISTS THAT "FRAP" AND "ETA" HAVE LINKS 
WITH FOREIGN TERRORIST ORGANIZATIONS SUCH AS IRA. GOS HAS RESPONDED 
POSITIVELY TO FEDERAL GERMAN IDEA OF EUROPEAN- WIDE COLLA- 
BORATION IN ANTI-TERRORIST MEASURES. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE PERSONAL ASSISTANT TO THE MINISTER OF THE 
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THAT GOS WOULD HAVE TO ADOPT QTE TOUGH UNQTE ANTI- 
TERRORIST DECREE/LAW, PROBABLY AT AUG 22 COUNCIL OF 
MINISTERS MEETING.HE SAID THE LAW WOULD PROVOKE 
FOREIGN CRITICISM, WHICH THE ARIAS GOVT WOULD HAVE TO 
COPE WITH IN ORDER TO PRESERVE THE GREATER UNDERSTANDING 
OF ARIAS’ BALANCING ACT GAINED THROUGH THE PRESIDENT'S 
TALKS WITH WESTERN EUROPEAN LEADERS AT HELSINKI. NONE- 
THELESS, THE ANTI-TERRORIST LAW WAS QTE AN INTERNAL 
NECESSITY UNQTE. THE OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENCY HAD 
ORIGINALLY THOUGHT TO SOFTEN THE DRAFT LAW, BUT SUNDAY'S 
COLD-BLOODED KILLING OF A MADRID CIVIL GUARD LIEUTENANT HAD PUT 
AN END TO THAT IDEA. 

2. THE PRESIDENCY OFFICIAL SAID THAT FEDERAL GERMAN 
MINISTER OF INTERIOR, MAIHOEFER, DISCUSSED ANTI-TERRORISM 
MEASURES AT LENGTH WITH MINISTER OF PRESIDENCY CARRO DURING 
THE LATTER’S VISIT TO BONN JUNE 23-26. THE SPANISH VISITORS 
WERE ALSO SHOWN AN FRG CENTER NEAR WIESBADEN WITH COMPUTER 
MONITORING OF BORDER ENTRIES. MEIHOEFER TOLD CARRO THAT 

FRG WANTED TO PROMOTE EUROPEAN-WIDE COOPERATION IN ANTI- 
TERRORISM AND WAS THINKING OF CALLING EUROPEAN MEETING 
ON SUBJECT FOR 1976. THE SPANIARDS WERE MOST RECEPTIVE 
BUT THE FRENCH SUPPOSEDLY WERE NOT.THE SPANISH MIN OF 
INTERIOR HAS ALREADY SENT SOME SECURITY OFFICIALS TO THE 
FRG FOR ORIENTATION ON ANTI-TERRORIST METHODS. 

3. MADRID WAS SCENE AUG 16 OF THIRD KILLING OF A POLICEMAN 
(SECOND CIVIL GUARD) SINCE JULY 14,1975, THE SIXTH SINCE MAY 1973. 
"FRAP" (ANTI-FASCIST AND PATRIOTIC REVOLUTIONARY FRONT) CLAIMED 
CREDIT FOR THREE KILLINGS. PROSECUTING ATTORNEY HAS ASKED 

FOR DEATH SENTENCES FOR 5 SUSPECTS AMONG 14 "FRAP" SUSPECTS 
ACCUSED OF JULY 14 POLICE KILLING. ACCORDING TO "PUEBLO" 

(THE JOURNAL OF THE SPANISH SYNDICAL ORGANIZATION) "FRAP" 

AND ETA HAVE REACHED A PROVISIONAL AGREEMENT WHEREBY 
"FRAP" WOULD PROVIDE "URBAN INFRASTRUCTURE" (SUCH AS SAFE- 
HOUSES) WHEREAS THE ETA WOULD PROVIDE ARMS. THERE IS MUCH 
UNVERIFIED PRESS SPECULATION THAT GOS HAS EVIDENCE THAT 
ETA, "FRAP" AND UNION DE POL VO GALLEGO (SEPARATIST GALICIAN 
ORGANIZATION) HAVE BEEN IN CONTACT WITH EACH OTHER AND 
WITH FOREIGN TERRORIST GROUPS. 
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4. FOLLOWING ITS SUCCESS AGINST ETA GROUPS IN BASQUE 
PROVINCES AND BARCELONA (REF A)THE GOS HAS UNCOVERED AND 
ARRESTED OTHER ETA GROUPS IN NORTHERN SPAIN IN 
PAST TEN DAYS. SIX SAFEHOUSES HAVE REPORTEDLY BEEN 
DISCOVERED IN GALICIA WHERE 20 SUSPECTS HAVE BEEN HELD BY 
POLICE. POLICE ALSO SEARCHED RESIDENCE OF BISHOP IN 
EL FERROL.
